long abſence, and that God hath given them fayour with the Kings Majeſty, 
and his honourable Council, for their difmiſlion, and opportune return unta 


us5: Dee appoint Thurſday January 29:h, inſtant, to be holden as 


a ſolemn day of Thanksgiving unto the Lord, for theſe and all other his mas» 
ny undeferved favours, ſeriouſly commending the obſervation theragf to all 
the Churches, Miniſters and People of this Juriſdiction accerdingly.
